DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US patent 
6184948 ("948") in view of US Reissued Patent RE38,292 ("292"). 

948 teaches first [101]; video lines [123]; scanning lines [113]; pixel electrodes [133]; 
display area containing pixels [area corresponding to the pixels]; a first protection element line 
formed at a peripheral portion of said display area [145S], and being connected to odd-numbers 
one of said video lines by first high-resistance elements [167]; and a second protection element 
line formed at peripheral portion of said display area [147S], and being connected to even- 
numbered ones of said video lines by high resistance elements [167]. 

Although, 948 fails to teach a second substrates with LC interposed, if not inherent the 
second substrate is well known and often required. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to combine the well known second 
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substrate with 948 to seal the liquid crystal into the chamber formed by the first and second 
substrates. 

In re claims 6-7, 948 fails to teach the high resistance elements having a diode, gate 
connected to a source and the same configuration for the first and second high resistance 
elements. However, 292 at paragraph 57 teaches a protective element having nonlinear shape 
characteristics in both directions, in terms of the electric current/electric voltage characteristics. 
Each diode is given a high impedance at the time of low voltage impression, becoming a low 
impedance state at the time of high voltage impression. In addition, each diode is substantially 
a transistor, and the electric current flow capacity is great, and since the static electricity can be 
quickly absorbed, the static electric protective performance is high. Accordingly, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to combine the diode 
of 292 with 948. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. The prior art does not teach nor suggest in combination with the 
above limitations "a common line electrically connected to said first and second protection 
element lines by third high-resistance elements.
